Bootlegger Guides Sleuths to ‘‘Lay- 
out” Near Colma 


San Francisco.—Guided to a ravine 
three miles back of Colma by a boot- 
légger who complained that “they are 
eutting prices,” Federal Prohibition 
Agents last week surprised Carl Riser 
and Tom May, alleged moonshiners, 
at work and seized their “layout” and 
319,600 worth of bootleg. 

Three large stills were in opera- 
.tion’ when the agents, led by C. H. 
Wheeler, appeared on the scene. The 
stills were in an old barn, where was 
found ten cases of “fake” gin and 
sixty-five gallons of newly, rectified 
jackass brandy, together with 700 gal- 
lons of whisky mash and a full assort- 
ment of flavorings 
for “aging” liquors, 
nounced. 

Unable to account for the absence 
of $12,000° worth of . moonshine, 
whisky which, according to his in- 
formant should have been “in stock,” 
Wheeler went “mining” in the out- 
lying hillsides and unearthed one hun- 
dred and fifty gallons buried in an 
underground dugout, he said. 

He. also found there a supply of 
coynterfeit liquor labels used in mak- 
ing the whisky and gin “genuine” 
for the market, it was charged.

MAN ACQUITTED. — 


Barnett Was Accident 


San Rafael.—Rafael de Bettencourt, 
interior decorator, has been acquitted 
of the charge of murdering Quy Bar- 
nett of San Francisco in his cottage 
at Mill Valley on May 14. The ver- 
dict of not guilty was reached by a 
jury in Superior Judge Butler’s court, 
after a deliberation of more than an 
hour. 

Although all witnesses called in 
the trial agreed that the shooting was 
accidental, the defense attempted to 
show that it was Thomas F. Callahan, 
San Francisco bartender, who did the 
shooting, and not de Bettencourt. 
Callahan, when he took the stand, tes- 
tified that de Bettencourt had been 
alone in the kitchen with Barnett, arf@: 
that after the shot'was fired, he rushed 
to the porch, crying, “I shot him!”

IN MURRAY ESTATES 


S. F. Attorneys Pressing Claims in]New Potentate Says He Will Ad- 


Salinas Superior Court 


Salinas.—Echoes of the recent con- 
test of the will of the late James A. 
Murray were heard in the Superior 
Court last week, when two matters in- 
volving attorneys’ fees came hp be- 
fore Judge J. A. Bardin. 

In the suit of Thayer, Breuner & 
Erb against Mrs. Mary Murray, the 
widow, for $102,000, alleged to be due 
for legal services during the contest 
proceedings, the demurrer was over- 
ruled and the defendant was allowed 
twenty days to answer. 

The settlement of the special ad 
ministrator’s account, and the matter 
of fixing attorney fees in the special 
and general administration went over 
until September.

VETS’ LOAN BILL OK'ED 
BY SUPREME COURT 


Writ to Compel Secretary of State to 
Publish Act Issued by Board 


San Francisco. The State Supreme 
Court granted the Veteran’s Welfare 
Board of California a writ of mandate 
last week to compel Secretary of 
State Frank C. Jordan to publish an 
act providing for a $10,000,000 bond 
issue for the aid of California war 
veterans, which is to appear upon the 
November ballot for the people’s rati- 
fication. 

Jordan refused to publish the 
statute upon the ground that it is un- 
constitutional and void. He contended 
that the provisions violate the State 
constitution by authorizing the gift or 
loan of the credit of the State to pri- 
vate individuals. 

The money raised by the issuance 
of the bonds under the act is to be 
used to carry out the provisions of 
the veterans’ welfare act and the 
veterans’ farm and home purchasing 
act, the provisions of which were 
recently before the Supreme Court 
for settlement as to cénstitutionality. 

In. granting \the writ the court 
pointed out that it was obvious that 
the Legislature considered the issu- 
ance of $10,000,000 in interest-bearing 
bonds would créate an indebtedness 
or it would not have made the pro- 
vision for the submission of the bond 
issue to the people. Numerous former 
opinions of Warious State supreme 
courts are cited by the State’s highest 
tribunal in coming to a decision, all 
of which tend to show that “the bond 
issue is in substance and effect a loan- 
ing of the credit of the State to the 
veteran purchasing the farm or home, 
but if we look at the form of the 
transaction we seb that it is also a 
purchase of land by the State where a 
Separate and distinct public purpose 
is achieved, and such public purpose 
is within the constitutional powers of 
the Legislature to bring about.”

Although the department has 
stressed chiefly the use of purebred 
sires, records of the “Better Sires, Bet- 
ter Stock” campaign show a gradual 
rise in the proportion of purebred fe- 
male animals, including cattle, horses, 
swine, sheep, goats and poultry. The 
proportion of purebreds to the total of 
female animals kept now exceeds 35 
per cent. A decline in the proportion 
of scrub females in herds headed by 
purbred sires accompanied the rise in 
purebreds. 


The greatest activity during the 
quarter was in Ohio where 532 per- 
sons were enrolled—more than half of 
the total. Nebraska came second with 
135 enrollments, Washington third 
with 126 and Kentucky fourth with 
124. A new state, Michigan, entered 
the campaign actively. Virginia has 
been the premier state since the he- 
ginning of the campaign from the 
standpoint of persons participating. 
Nebraska occupies first place in num- 
ber of animals being bred to purebred 
sires. Ohio, which at the beginning of 
the year occupied third place, is now 
second and is fast approaching the 
leader.
